EISENHOWER FIRST PRESIDENT 
TO BE LIMITED TO TWO TERMS 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20 (AP)— 
Dwight D. Eisenhower today be- 
came the first United States 
President ever limited to two 
terms in the White House. 

Prior to 1940, no President had 
ever sought a third term, Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt then was elected 
to a third, and four years later 
to a fourth. 

In 1951 there was ratified an 
amendment. to the Constitution, 
the twenty-second, which limits 
Presidents to two terms. Outgo- 
ing President Truman was spe- 
cifically exempted.

Inside the living bunkers there 
is generally height enough for 
two rows of bunks for six or eight 
men. Most of the bunkers are 
now heated with charcoal burners 
and are reasonably warm. 

Extensive mine fields offer ad- 
ditional protection but some unit 
commanders are convinced that 
the mines are more of a menace 
to our troops than to the Chi- 
nese. There have been cases 
where Chinese came over in the 
night, dug up American mines 
and transplanted them in areas 
where they knew American pa- 
trols would pass. 


Use of Napalm Traps. 


Besides the familiar anti-per- 
sonnei mines, Americans are 
using napalm traps consisting of 
old ammunitien cans filled with 
jellied gasoline and a white phos- 
phorus grenade that can be de- 
tonated by a trip wire. These 
bombs shower a 20-foot area with 
flaming jelly that burns three to 
six minutes. They can also 
equipped with delayed fuse and 
rolled down hill at the enemy. 

Beyond the barbed wire lies a 
strip of no-man’s land appropri- 
ately described by the Eighth 
Army ag the best known ribbon 
of earth that has ever separated 
two battle forces. Scores of 
friehdly and enemy patrols ex- 
plore it nightly. By daylight 
every foot of it is surveyed at 
regular intervals by observers of 
both sides who stay glued to their 
telescopes in observation bunkers 
along the opposing lines. 

Daytime is the quiet time at 
the front. You can stare for hours 
at the enemy trenches on the op- 
posite hill and see not the slight- 
est sign of movement. There is 
only the occasional whine of a 
sniper’s bullet and the infrequent | 
swoosh of an incoming shell to 
tell you the enemy is there. 

After dark, the front generally 
livens up. One of the weirdest 
novelties of the night-fighting is 
the American use of “moon- 
beams.” 


These are giant floodlights 
perched on mountain tops four 
or five miles behind our front.

And he has 
made an eloquent plea for the new President: 

I want all of you to realize how big a job, 
how hard a job (the presidency) is—not for 
my sake, e 
but for the sake of my successor. . The 
President is the President of the whole 
country. We must all give him our support 
as citizens of the United States. He will 
have mine, and I want you to give him yours. 
No, this did not represent a sudden attack of 

namby-pambyism. Mr. Truman has not accepted 
all the views which he opposed in the last cam- 
paign. Sufficient illustration of this is provided 
by his order constituting the offshore oil areas 
a naval reserve. 

This is rather typical of the gusto and the fer- 
vor and the intensity with which Harry Truman 
battled for what he considered the essentials of 
his program ever since—almost eight years ago— 
he was suddenly called to sit in the big leather 
chair so long filled by Franklin D. Roosevelt.

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Manpower: A Growing Concern 

The Army's increasing manpower problem is 
likely to pose a real test not only for the people 
but for the Army itself. Draft calls are expected 
to average some 52,000 men each month through 
next June, a 50 per cent rise over the average of 
the last 12 months. 

This substantial demand grows out of the fact 
the Army will be releasing veterans at such a 
rate that it will lose nearly half its personnel 
before the end of the year. Unhappily, however, 
the pool of older men has gradually been drained 
dry. and 19-year-olds and perhaps some fathers 
are likely to be called to replace the veterans. 
It is not the most pleasing prospect, but there is 
no way out short of extending the tours of men 
already in uniform. 

As for the Army itself, the rapid turnover 
presents a problem of extreme urgency. Basic 
soldiers can be trained in about four months, 
But it tekes considerably longer to make a 
technical specialist or a non-commissioned offi- 
cer, and it may take some doing to assure a 
steady stream of replacements for this type of 
personnel.

The head of one large corporation, soon 
after the election, said in a speech that 
“the American people have just demon- 
strated their confidence in American busi- 
ness....

But a finan- 
cial writer who heard the speech reports 
that these sentiments were received in si- 
lence and that one of the audience came 
up to him later and remarked that “if 
business men think they got an acquittal, 
they’re mistaken; they got a reprieve.” 


Big Test for Big Business 


In fact, it is unlikely that the American 
people were concerned with business at 
all when they voted. They were passing a 
vote of no confidence in the Truman Ad- 
nistration, not a vote of confidence in 
any other group. But they have given 
business its chance to recover the reputa- 
tion it lost between 1929 and 1933. Whether 
it will do so must depend on the soundness 
of Gen. Eisenhower's choice of business 
men to act as his advisers. 


The General's decision to rely on the 
new managerial class, rather than the old 
financial groups, for his administrators 
may come from an understanding that, be- 
cause they have had to solve the problems 
of labor relations in their businesses, they 
should have wider sympathies. Or it ma 
spring from the normal reverence of mili- 
tary commanders for those who provided, 
with such spectacular success, the tanks 
and ae and aircraft with which they 
fought the last war. 
It is impossible to 
say. But whatever 
the reasons. that 
guided Gen. Eisen- 
hower there is a 
good case to be made 
for what he has done.

The late Bishop Francis X. Ford, Mary. 
knoll missioner who spent more than 30 
years in China before his death under 
Communist abuse last year, wrote in 1948 
(before the Communists came to power): 


“The vacant mind is not noticed in the 
United States, where there is a continual 
much-ado that permits a man to kid him- 
self that he’s thinking. In China a man is 
conscious of the vacuum and must fall 
back on his own observations. It is only 
then that we realize that life is an art, and 
that we’re not doing much about it.” 


Bishop Ford's thinking is reflected in 
much “A Many-Splendored Thing,” by 
Han Suyin, Eurasian doctor, widow of a 
Chinese army officer and mother of a 
young daughter. The Chinese vacuum, she 
feels, is twofold: lack of power in the 
wake of Western imperialism and collapse 
of the Japanese Empire, and the deadly 
counterpart, the 8 the uprooted 
spirit. 

The author's Inter- 
pretation, the fore - 
word suggests, will 
be so fresh and dif- 
ferent to occidentals 
that they may be un- 
able to accept it.

Malcolm MacDonald The Western world 
moved into China preaching twin gods of 
Christianity and Commerce. But the Chi- 
nese were able to see how much Christian 
nations prize material goods. 

The duality of Western values cut China 
off from its cultural moorings, mocking 
its sensitive mind, assaulting its traditions. 

Dr. Han's reflections were made in Hong 
Kong in 1950-51 while she was awaiting 
the chance to return to the mainland to 


help her people. She writes spiritedly 


about the state of flux in Hong Kong to- 
day. In fact, she could have written a 
great book had she not felt the need to 
disclose details of her adulterous love af- 
fair (the many-splendored thing) with an 
English newspaper man whose wife and 
children were in Singapore. 

Throughout her confession, however, 
China, not her lover, is the real protagon- 
ist. And in the end, like the pursuing 
“hound of heaven,” China wins. Can we 
not conclude, then, that Dr. Han’s “many- 
splendored thing” (both are quotations 
from Francis Thompson) is not her love 
affair, but her courageous and final loving 
dedication as a doctor, not a Communist, 
to China?

For 
example, raw eggs run through 
the system so fast you hardly 
know you've eaten them.

A quick way to figure the cal- 
ories in a hunk of meat is to al- 
low 73 * ounce! That goes for 
nearly meats. 

Each ounce of meat, it seems, 
has, on the average, 28 calories 
of protein and 45 calories of fat.

Fighting Alcoholism 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M. D. 


ECAUSE alcoholics have a disease of the mind and pos- 
B of the body rather than just a moral weakness, 

treatment of their symptoms alone is not helpful. Rela- 
tives and wives have tried for years a number of approaches 
that just don’t work with alcoholics. 

“Going on the wagon” is not the answer. It implies the 
possibility of falling off as well as a drearily long, dry period. 
As a matter of fact, the early alcoholic and even some in the 
middie stages can go without drinking for considerable 
periods. 


x X * 

THEIR BASIC TROUBLE is in being unable to control 
drinking after the first one, whether it be the alcohol in 
medicine or the social highball. 

Most alcoholics have been “on the wagon” repeatedly 
during the progress of their disease. Made bold by their 
dryness, they feel they can safely return to ordinary social 
drinking. Then comes catastrophe after that first drink. 

Hiding the liquor or refusing to have liquor in the house 
is not a workable method of arresting alcoholism. The alco- 
holic becomes angry when he is treated like a child. 


x X * 

THE ALCOHOLIC may want to control his drinking more 
than any outsider wants him to, But after the first drink, 
the matter is out of his control unless he has a definite pro- 
gram and outside enlightened help. 

A major obstacle to this is the alcoholic’g own stubborn 
refusal to admit his difficulty, even to himself. No man likes 
to admit that any of his actions are out of his control and 
that he needs help. An alcoholic must realize he needs help 
before he can receive it. No one can successfully help an 
alcoholic against his will. 

Nor are there preventive pills or drops which can be 
secretly administered to the alcoholic in his coffee or food. 
Such “treatments” are a- waste of money. Advertisements 
which make such claims are not only fraudulent but cruel. 

x X * 

FOR ALL PRACTICAL PURPOSES, a person is an al- 
coholic when his drinking in any way interferes repeatedly 
with his family life, his work, or his sozial life. A man or 
woman who time and again feels he needs a drink in order to 
do his work or meet his other obligations is an alcoholic. 

Once he admits to himself that he needs help because 
of drinking, then something can be done. A medical checkup 
is the first order of business, to find out if drinking has 
damaged the body yet. Then he can get in touch with either 
the local chapter of Alcoholics Anonymous or one of the 
medical clinics which have a definite treatment program for 
aléoholism. Becatse of the scardity of the latter, the former 
is more practical for most people. 

In Alcoholics Anonymous, those experienced in control- 
ling their drinking extend a hand to those who are learning 
control. They offer a definite 12-part program called the 12 
steps—a program that works with the majority of participating 
alcoholics.

there probably wasn't a hat man 
afloat who perceived that the 
General referred, among other 
things, to the silk topper. Tode“. 
however, tradition toppled as 
Eisenhower became the firs 
President since Millard Fillmore 
to be inaugurated in a felt head- 


piece 

Sartorially speaking, the Gen- 
eral's switch to a black Homburg 
is perhaps the biggest upset since 
Charles G. Dawes, President Her- 
bert Hoover’s newly appointed 
Ambassador to the Court of St. 
James's, snapped “Hell, no!” when 
asked whether he would wear 
the customary knee breeches for 
Queen Mary. (He didn’t, either, 
and Savile Row tut-tutted in 
heavy frustration.) 

At such a critical juncture in 
hat history it behooves us to in- 
quire into the ancestry of the 
high hat and its heir-apparent 
and into the ways devised 
illustrious personages to cover 
their hair (or lack of it) on occa- 
sions of ceremony. 

The top hat, shaped more or 
less as we know it, was fairly 
well established by 1600. It was 
made of beaver and everybody 
who was anybody in Europe ri 
one made of the particularly de- 
sirable figs that were imported 
from the colonies of the New 
World. In 1641, that noted diary- 
keeper Samuel Pepys wrote: 
“This day my secretary bought 
me my new beaver hat, which 
cost four pounds, five shillings.” 

The beaver was worn in fawn, 
gray or white for day and black 
for night, its crown growing ever 
taller until it reached a height 
of seven inches and more. At that 
point an upheaval occurred, pre- 
cipitating a sharp break in the 
price of American beaver skins 
and causing even that hardened 
frontiersman Kit Carson to quake. 

“Hell is paved with silk hats,” 
said Kit. 

The stiff and shiny silk hat 
which set off this flurry has been 
traced back to Monsieur Betta, a 
Frenchman who had such a hat 
made in Canton, China, in 1775. 
It was fashioned by a Chinese 
hatter and the proud owner car- 
ried it back to Paris with him. 

Its acceptance on the Continent, 
however, was not immediate. In 
fact, when it first appeared in 
public in London on Jan. 15, 1797, 
it turned out to be quite an occa- 
sion. John Hetherington, a local 
haberdasher, was strutting down 
the Strand wearing the silk top- 
per in its British debut when he 
was surrounded by a curious and 
unruly crowd. He was cited to 
appear before the Lord Mayor on 
charges of breaking the peace and 
inciting a riot. 

Testimony against Hetherington 
was persuasive. The silk hat was 
produced before the Lord Mayor 
and described as having a shiny 
luster calculated to frighten timid 
citizens. It was stated that sev- 
eral women fainted at the strange 
sight; that a number of dogs 
yelped loudly; that children set 
to screaming; and that one moppet 
fell and broke his arm. The 
pioneering haberdasher was 
warned to keep the peace and 
required to post a bond of 500 
— sterling, presumably as 

surance against recurrence of 
similar outbreaks. Whether a 
press agent put him up to the

close, 

The ¢ollapsible silk hat ap- 
peared in Paris in 1823 under the 
name of its inventor, Monsieur 
Gibus. This neat innovation was 
the result of a bottleneck which 
is still with us: confusion and 
overcrowding in the domain of 
the hatcheck girl. Only in those 
days everybody wore silk hats to 
the opera, where they took up too 
much space in the cloakroom and 
became known as “opera hats.” 

It was Prince Albert of Eng- 
land, a Beau Brummel of high 
standing, who made the silk hat a 

must” in Europe and since Eu- 
rope was the hotbed of fashion in 
those days, its acceptance in 
America was only a question of 
time. Not that our fathers didn’t 
battle the fancy-pants styles. An-

called for: “A black coat with 

a gold star on each side of the
